HOW IT ALL HAPPENED 


The train of events which led to the expul- 
sion of Hon. H. H. Stevens from the cabinet of 
Premier Bennett began last February. The 
original “mistake” of the late Minister was that 
he did not attentively read and ponder the 
terms and implications of the resolution which 
set up the Select Special Committee on “mass 
buying,” with himself as chairman. That reso- 
lution was not framed by Mr. Stevens, but by 
Mr. Bennett, who secured its assent by parlia- 
ment on Feb. 2nd. 

The resolution directed the committee to 
“investigate the causes of the large spread be- 
tween the prices received for commodities by 
the producers thereof and the prices paid by the 
consumers therefor.” That resolution was not 
written off-hand. It was carefully worded, and 
laid down the outside limits, beyond which the 
enquiry should not go. 

The very obvious intention wes that the 
committee should start at the loading platform 
of the manufacturing establishment and end at 
the retail counter, grilling the wholesalers and 
retailers en route. In particular it was to trace 
the supposed influence of “mass buying” by 
department and chain stores in depressing the 
profits and wages of manufacturing establish- 
sing goods cheap to consumers. 

Either Mr. Stevens did not try to contro] the 
committee within these carefully drawn lines 
or the committee got out of hand. It went into 
the factory and through it, and asked at the 
back door what prices were paid to the pro- 
ducers of tobacco and other raw materials. It 
even made some casual inquiries as to the 
capital structure of some concerns. 

That ¢ 
cial gentle 
dustries found their pre 
material payments exposed, they naturally 
wanted to know where the thing was going to 
end. Next thing this nuisance committee might 
undertake a thorough-going expose of indus- 
trial capitalization, with special attention to the 
water content of stock and bond issues. 

That sealed the fate of the chairman. If he 
couldn't keep his committee in hand he would 
have to be got rid of. There wasn’t, and isn't, 
going to be any investigation of financial set- 
ups and stock-jobbery deals if the gentlemen 
who have profited by capitalizing their tariff 
protection and selling the securities to the 
public can prevent. That is one branch of “mass 
buying” they do not intend to have exposed to 
the common gaze. 

Hence the chair of Mr. Stevens at the head 
of the table of the “mass buying” committee 
because vacant, and his seat at the council table 
of the cabinet is also vacant.

PASSENGERS DON’T WAIT 
The Government of Australia has ordered 
for its railway system five stream-lined trains, 
pulled by Déise) engines, capable of travelling 
| from 70 to 80 miles an hour, each train to

accommodate 180 passengers. Which seems to 
mean the “oil-electric” car, capable of hauling 
an extra coach, is to make its appearance on 
the railways of that country. Two coaches will 
accommodate that number of passengers in 
comfort. 

A train of that kind was operated for some 
years on the Canadian National line between 
Edmonton and Saskatoon. It gave good service, 
was popular, and built up more traffic than it 
could handle. Then it was replaced by a steam 
train, and vanished to some other part of the 
system. 

Railwaymen may know some reason why 
these trains have not become more common 
on Canadian railways. From the outsider's 
standpoint they seem to be the logical solution 
of the railway's problem of how to recover 
lost passenger and express traffic over moder- 
ately long distances. A heavy and costly train 
can only be operated at infrequent intervals; 
but for any distance up to a hundred miles, 
people now will not wait for any sort of a train. 
They just step into the motor car, make the 
journey and get back perhaps before train time. 

If the railways are to recapture this short 
and moderate distance business they will have 
to run trains more often; which means they 


| gill have to use cheaper and shorter trains,

propelled by something less costly than a mam- 
moth steam engine. The “oil-electric’ car 
would, from the observer's point of view, seem 
to offer the railways their chance to get back 
a large amount of the traffic they have lost 
because people no longer have to “wait for a 
train.”

The more one ponders on it, the more the 
marvel grows at Scott and Black's record flight 
from London to Melbourne in ten seconds less 
than 71 hours, 

It is little more than three centuries ago 
since Drake, in 1577, with Richard Hakluyt, the 

sea historian, on board, pene- 
trated through the Straits of 
Magellan and “entered the 

South sea,’ as Hakluyt de- 

scribes the ocean to be later 

named the Pacific. Australia 

was not known then, but had 

Drake been aware of it, it had 
meant a three years’ voyage, 
there and back. 

Ten years ago it took over 
five weeks to reach Mel- 
bourne from London, travell-

it is done in 71 hours. A visit to the Moon ten 
years hence would be no more remarkable. 

For the gallant lives lost in the race there 
will be an outcry from humanitarians, but blood 
seems to be the price of progress. Not a rail- 
road is built or a bridge thrown across a chasm, 
or even a sport practised, but takes its toll of 
human life. One can’t even grow wheat with- 
out facing occupational risk, as Kipling says of 
Britain's sea trade:

With chemists splitting the molecule and 
performing feats of surgeons 
exploring the recesses of the human mechan- 
ism, astronomers measuring the universe and 
weighing distant worlds, scientists exploring the 
stratosphere and mathematicians working out 
the most intricate problems of physical science, 
it is pathetic that people should be needing food 
while foodstuffs are burned, livestock destroyed, 
and would be consumers unable to obtain goods 
in return for services, because we haven't 
enough tckets printed to enable exchanges to 
be made.

You've heard of the Dead Sea You picture 
it as a bleak, bare place, like one of the dead

General Allenby during the Palestine cam- 
paign had the magic word “potash” whispered 
to him when the “Dead Sea” came up for dis- 
cussion. He sent a competent engineer, Major 
Tulloch, to make a survey. The Major found 
that the Dead Sea contains potash, bromides 
and chlorides—al] easily recoverable by the 
simple process of pumping the brine upon land 
and letting the sun perform,the work of evap- 
oration. 

How much do you think the Dead Sea is 
valued at. More than the cost of the Great War. 
The recoverable chemicals in the Dead Sea are 
valuated at twelve hundred billion dollars. 

Several hundred Arab and Jew laborers are 
at work there. Far from being an unhealthy 
place with death and decay on every hand, 
there hasn't been a single case of illness among 
the hundreds of workmen and overseers in four 
years. A health resort has been opened there— 
a sort of glorified Lake Watrous, to which suf- 
ferers from rheumatics and heart diseases flock. 

Talk of “Dead Sea fruit that turns to ashes 
in the mouth” as the poet puts it. Do you know 
the sort of fruit and vegetables they are grow- 
ing in the gardens on the banks of the Dead 
Sea. Major Tulloch told about them in a lecture 
before the Royal Society of Arts recently— 
oranges that sometimes weigh nearly two 
pounds, radishes as big as a policeman’s baton 
and beans two feet long. 

What a wonderful world of plenty this will 
be to live in when our money system made to 
suit an age before the invention of the steam 
engine, is altered to keep step with the progress 


of mankind in science and industry. We need 
some Scotts and Blacks, Edisons, Pasteurs, 
Jeans, Einsteins and Kelvins to direct their 


energy and skill to bring the money system up 
to the level of man’s present need.

Repeated Examinations 
Needed By Expectant 
Mother 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In yesterday's article I pointed out that 
10,000 mothers now die each year, whose lives 
could be saved with proper care. In today's 
article I am going to tell you of the prenatal 
care which the expectant mother should receive. 

The first step is for the patient to go to her 
doctor as early in pregnancy 
as possible. At this time, the 
early symptoms of pregnancy 
will be searched for and a 
careful examination should 
be made. The first examina- 
tion should include a history 
of the patient, a blood count, 
test of the liquid weste 
thrown out by the kidneys, 
the blood pressure should be 
taken, and particular atten- 
tion must be given to heart 
and kidneys. Also special pelvic measurements 
are made to determine whether the birth is 
likely to be normal. 

The patient then disciisses with her doctor 
any special trouble she may be having, such as 
“morning-sickness.” This symptom may be 
easily overcome, if the correct diet is given. It

is very important that she receive full instruc- 


tions regarding diet, telling her the best things 
to eat. The doctor will also give her any other 
instructions she may need which will be of 
benefit in helping her to make pregnancy as 
comfortable as possible and in having a healthy 
baby. With correct prenatal care, many women 
report a gain in health and say they feel better 
than ever before. > 

The old fashioned way was for the patient 
to consult the doctor once and then not see him 
again until the birth was near, however, mod- 
ern mothers return to the doctor repeatedly 
during pregnancy and this prenatal care is 
necessary. I advise that every expectant mother 
see her doctor at least every four weeks after 
the first examination. 

During these repeated visits the liquid waste 
from the kidneys should be tested as a regular 
routine and the blood pressure taken. Such 
repeated partial examinations are one of the 
greatest protections the expectant mother can 
possibly secure. If pregnancy js not going along 
normally she should see her doctor oftener, as 
he advises. From time to time he may wish to 
examine the blood or to make a special exam- 
ination of the pelvis, or of the fetal heart beat, 
etc. 

Up to one month or six weeks before de- 
livery it is all right to consult him every three 
or four weeks if the condition is normal, but as 
confinement approaches she should secure a 
urinalysis once a week and the blood pressure 
should still be taken. These repeated partial 
examinations allow the doctor to forsee trouble 
and to use the right treatment in time. If every 
expectant mother could secure this type of pre- 
natal care we would have healthier mothers, 
healthier babies and fewer deaths. 

Some of the conditions occurring during 
pregnancy which require attention are: high 
blood pressure, excess albumin in the waste 
from the kidneys, bleeding even in small 
amounts, continued “morning-sickness,” con- 
stipation, anemia, headache and swelling of the 
ankles.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Oliver T. writes: “Kindly ex- 
plain the principles of the milk diet and how 
it cures disease.” 

ANSWER—The milk diet may be of some 
benefit in curing disease if the patient is really 
undernourished, but, as most of those who take 
the milk diet for the cure of disease are really 
over-fed before they start, they do not get trom 
the milk the anticipated benefits. More sickness 
comes from over-eating than from under-eat- 
ing. In some cases the milk diet is beneficial 
because it is a simple diet, and, if only three 
or four quarts a day are used, there is a bene- 
icial effect upon the whole alimentary canal. 
This is mostly because of the rest from other 
foods and from faulty food combinations which 
are so commonly used. The thing to keep in 
mind is that the body cures itself, and wnat- 
ever diet is taken, it must be one which will 
not interfere with this natural cure.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, Oct. 30, 1893, there 
died the first native born prime 
minister of Canada, Sir John 
Caldwell Abbo.t, that is if we 
consider Caneda as having begun 
with the birth of the Dominion, 
for in both Lower and Upper 
Canada and in the Province of 
Canada, native sons were the 
rule rather than the exception as 
leaders, so that it was noticeable 
that the first and second Prime 
Ministers of the Dominion John 
A. Macdonald an! Alexander 
Mackenzie were Scots by birth, 
and not Canadians. 

Sir John Abbott was a com- 
promise minister. Wh-n the death 
of Sir John A. Macdonald left the 
Conservative party  leaderless 
there was no strong man in sight 
save Sir Charles Tupper and he 
was unacceptabl> to some influ- 
ential members of the party.

OUT WITH THE ROPER 
GANG 


Editor Bulletin: The people 
uf Edmonton have had enough 
of the leadership of the Cana- 
dian Labor Party, otherwise 


known as the Roper gang. 
The Roper gang stands for the 
same things, and practices the 
same methods as the party sup- 
porting our present provincial 
administration. Both organiza- 
tions preach socialization of in- 
dustry and nationalization of 
finances, but they practice the 
Bennett system of “sound” money 
in both our provincial and city 
governments. Little wonder at 
this, because the Roper gang has 
worked for years in alliance with 
the Brownlee and Reid admin- 
istrations, and now “co-operates” 
in the U.F.A-Labor-C.C.F, party. 
Let the people of Edmonton get 
this clear, that the Roper gang 
now in control of the city hall, 
is really an arm’ of the provincial 
government, and that the Reid 
administration, the C.C.F. and the 
Roper gang are one and the same 
thing, so far as Edmonton is con- 
cerned. This means that for the 
first time in our civic history, a 
provincial government has defin- 
itely extended its activities into 
the municipal filed. 

Liberal and Conservative or- 
ganizations do not meddle in the 
municipal arena, believing that 
political partizanship has no place 
in civie politics. This is universal 
practice elsewhere in Canada but 
not so with the Canadian Labor 
Party, which carries its machine 
into our municipal life as well, 
thereby compelling the remainder 
of the people to organize to save 
themselves from machine tyrany. 

“The Labor Party is a party of 
the people and its aim is to touch 
the lives of the people in every 
way socially beneficial.” exclaims 
Elmer E. Roper, the big shot, in 
his Labor News editorial of Octo- 
ber 27. Of courre we all know 
that his “Labor Party” is not a 
party of the people, that it is not 
even the party of labor as a 
whole, but rather the party of the 
Roper gang; on the other hand, 
it must be admitted that it is true 
that his party does “touch the 
lives of the people’—by touching 
their pockets with a 64 mill rate 
this year, and moreover, that the 
Roper party is “socially bene- 
ficial”-—-to the rag-tag Reid gov- 
which, in turn, hands 
out (without tenders) the lion's 
share of public printing jobs to 
Mr. Roper's own printing office 
And so the books are balanced 
with “sound’\ money. In the last 
four years approximately $180,- 
000 of government printing went 
to Mr. Roper's office 

Now everybody knows that one 
of the main reasons for our pro- 
vincial tax burden, gnd for our 
city mill rate at 64, is the cost 
of carrying the bonded debt. The 
Labor party on the council, under 
the sleepy leadership of the 
Roper puppet, Dan Knott, hasn't 
made a move to re-finance the 
city debt at lower rates of inter- 
est’ One-third of every tax dollar 
paid to the city, goes to the bond 
holders. This is “sound” money 
policy in practice by the nom- 
inees of the Roper gang. As a 
result who suffers? Why the tax- 
payers and the poor people on 
relief—the former, having to pay 


more than they can afford, and 
the latter, receiving less than 
they require for food, clothing 
and shelter. That is the Roper 
gang in action. The identical 
situation prevails in our provin- 
cial affairs where more than half 
of every tax dollar goes to the 
bond holders. When W. R. How- 
son, the fearless leader of the 
Liberal party, moved last session 
to get interest rates cut down, as 
has been done in Australia and 
our eastern provinces, and else- 
where, he was met with solid 
Brownlee-Reid-C. C.F. opposition 
in the legislature, and his plan 
was defeated. Howson and his 
Liberal supporters, were acting 
on the principle that it is not fair 
nor “sound” economically that the 
wages of money should continue 
to be so much out of relation to 
the wages of men—a principle 
that is now generally accepted, 
even among many financial men. 

We know that result—another 
provincial defic’é, increased debt, 
and worst of all, insufficient pro- 
vincial contributions to human 
needs. But the Roper gang and 
the Alberta Labor News, defend 
these things by defending this 
government, 

The Roper gang must go. Alder- 
man Sheppard knows it and he 
revolts. The rank and file of 
Labor knows it and are flocking 
in large numbers to the Liberal 
party and to the Independent 
Labor party. The city council 


| first must be won from the con- 


trol of the Reid government and 
the Roper machine, and after that 
the conquest of the provincial 
government itself will follow, in 
part at least, as a direct conse-
